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READING LIGHT TO PROTEST EDISON INCREASE 
Again referring to the Reading Chronicle we 
note that the Reading Municipal Light Depart- 
ment, last week issued a public statement that 
Says, in effect, that the proposed increase in 
rates for the Boston Edison will.cost the Rea- 

ding Municipal Light $50,000 a year. 
The Light Department has already filed op- 
position to the proposed increase, which will 
be discussed at a public hearing to be held by 
the State Department of Public Utilities on Oct 
23rd. 
Gilbert N. Stanford, of the Reading Light, 
was quoted by the Chronicle as saying that he 
estimates the effect on Reading's Light Company 
will be a 5% increase, and not a 24 as had 
been publicized at the time of the filing of 
the new rates by Edison. 
He was further quoted as saying that the 
Reading Municipal Light had had to take three 
increases since 1918, instead of only one, as 
was apparently said elsewhere. His personal o- 
pinion, according to the Chronicle was that a 
new rate would eventually have to be allowed, 
and that the Reading Light Company must prepare 
for it. He hopedi that a thorough study of the 
operations of the Reading Light Company could 
lead to an absorptim of the additional costs, 
rather than have to pass the extra costs on to 
the consumers.

Official Threatens To Sue Town; 


Claims Boycotted From Local Rodeo 


Downtown Readingites 
harked back to days of yore on 
Tuesday afternoon when a run- 
away horse dashed through lo- 
cal streets. The good beast was 
finally captured near the depot 
after leading an assortment of 
firemen, Board of Public Works 
employees, town: officials, and 
well-meaning private citizens 
on a merry chase through 
heavily trafficked streets. The 
horse was apparently unin- 
jured by the adventure. He al- 
legédly started his escapade 
by breaking through a fence 
surrounding a veterinarian’s es- 
tablishment just over the Wake- 
field line. 

It appears probable that the 
apparently innocent appearing 
incident may have serious local 
political repercussions. Ronald 
A. Winslow, who received his 
appointment as a town field 
driver this past spring, was vio- 
lently upset when interviewed 
by a Chronicle reporter immedi- 
ately following the equine tres- 

ass. 

Mr. Winslow condemned the 
action of the various citizens 
involved in the incident as in- 
fringing on the duties of his of- 
fice. He pointed out that he re- 
ceived his appointment from 
the Board of Selectmen under 
Chap. 19, Section 16 of the Gen- 
eral Laws passed in 1836 which 
specifies that “the field driver 
shall take up, at any time 
swine, sheep, cattle, horses,

asses, etc. going at large in the 
town ways”. 

He also pointed out that a 

revious General Law passed 
in 1834 entitles him to a fee of 
50c per head for animals taken 
up by him and- impounded un- 
der the. rovisions of Chap. 113,, 
Section P passed in 1788. 

‘The usually genial Mr. Win- 
slow trembled with righteous 
indignation as he shouted that 
he had been deprived of his le- 
gal source of income. He logi- 
cally pointed out that he has 
carved in his present office 
since March without having 
had the opportunity of im- 


pounding so much as a vagrant 
pig. He observed that he could 
very well serve out the balance 
of his term without again be- 
ing presented with the oppor- 
tunity that was afforded him 
on ON ei afternoon. 

Field ‘Driver Winslow admit- 
ted to being in the position of 
seeking advice of counsel be- 
fure taking posittVe action, but 
did give some insight as tu 
what course he may follow in 
seeking redress for the affront 
committed against him on 


Tuesday. 

He said, “The capture of the 
escaped beast was clearly a 
job for a professional. It's a 
wonder ‘that those clowns act- 
ing as would-be cowboys didn't 
get hurt and cause innocent by- 
standers to become injured — 
furthermore I want Py 50c. It's 
not the principle of the thing; 
it’s the money involved”. 

The usually benign Mr. Win- 
slow heatedly asserted that he 
believed he could sue the Board 
of Selectmen for triple damages 
and was searching for an at- 
torney who would take his case 
for a small percentage of the 
potential $1.50 award. 

Members of the Board of Se- 
lectmen contacted Tuesday 
night refused to comment on 
the incident or on Winslow's 
statements. One informed lo- 
cal sage expressed doubt as to 
the solidity of Winslow's posi-

A WEER CHARACTER IN THE 


= GARDEN OF EDEN 
The Garden of Eden, and its 
adjoining Butters Row was not- 


ed as the homes of quite a few 
people who were mildly eccen- 
tric. 

One of those persons, who 
made ‘Ripley’s Believe It Or 
Not’ about 30 years ago, was 
Jimmy Butters, who probably 
could be called Gentle Jimmy 
Butters. 

Jimmy Butters, a great grand- 
son of the original William 
was bor in the Addison House, 
on Wood Hill, opposite the old 
well that still stands by the 
side of the mad. 


Jimmy did his part for hi 
country during the Revolution- 
ary War, marching to Lexington 
on Lexington Day in the com- 
pany commanded by Capt. Timo- 
thy Walker of Shawsheen Ave, 
and later taking part in var- 
ious military enterprises. 

He inherited the house of his 
grandfather, William Butters 
11, and was living there at 
the time that the Baldwin Ap- 
ple was ‘discovered’. 

It was he who gave the scions 
of the Butters Apple to Col. 
Loami Baldwin of Woburn, after 
whom the apple was named, The 
tree stood in back of his home 
where his grandfather had 
planted it many years before. 
Jimmy Butters married twice. 
With his first wife he had six 
children, all of whom grew to 
maturity. 


After his first wife died, and 
the children were married Jim- 
my married again, and this was 
the subject of Ripley’s car- 
toon. 

Jimmy was a great man when it 
came to raising oxen. A span 
of oxen raised by him had the 
reputation of being the most 
gentle, yet the strongest of 
ay in the nearby community. 
One day, just about the tum 
of the century (1800) Jimmy 
was in South Wobum (now Win- 
chester) seeking to sell a 
span of oxen. 

He was approached by a man 
named Simeon Reed, who wanted 
to buy some oxen, but had no 
money.
